Phone Company President Hears Com 


A shower of complaints about 

telephone service in Elba fell 
on C, BE. Kirk, president of the 
United Telephone and Tel e- 
graph Co, from Dothan, Mon- 
day night when he appeared 
before the city council. Mr. 
Kirk was seeking a resolution 
from the council stating that 
they would give United a 30- 
year franchise in Elba 30 days 
after the firm had installed 
a new dial system for the 
town, 

Before telling Mr. Kirk that 
the city would “negotiate in 
good faith”. for a 30-year 
franchise when the proposed 
improvements are completed, 
the councilmen present and 
City Attorney Charles Rowe 
minced no words in telling Mr. 
Kirk the faults of his system, 

The telephone company pre- 
sident started off by telling 
the council that United plan- 
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ned to spend $75,000 on equip- 
ment alone for the Elba Ex- 
change, He said everybody in 
town would get a new dial 
phone and there would be 500 
lines and 800 terminals for the 
town, 
NEW BUILDING 

In addition to the $75,000 to 
be spent on equipment for the 
exchange and the building, Mr. 
Kirk stated that there would 
be more funds alloted for new 
cables and long distance toll 
lines, 

For long distance calls, Mr. 
Kirk said 12 new toll circuits 
would be run to Dothan from 
Elba, eliminating the need for 
many calls going through 
Troy. Because the most mod- 
ern equipment will be install- 
ed, Mr, Kirk stated that by 
1965 when Bell Telephone Co. 
gets set up, it will be possible 
to dial New York City or any 


other town in the country 
without going through a long 
distance operator, 

In order to borrow the mon- 
ey to finance the expansion, 
Mr, Kirk explained he needed 
a resolution from the city 
that they would give him a 
franchise after the new sys- 
tem was installed,

flock, So, often, the smaller 
flock becomes a losing propo- 
sition unless the poultryman 
has idle time on his hands. 

The poultry farm is gradu- 
ally being mechanized and 
machinery helps cut labor ex- 
penses, For example, feeding 
and watering a flock of 100 
hens by hand: usually takes 
about 42 hours each year. Me- 
chanical feeders and automa- 
tic waterers reduce this time 
to only three hours, 

Of course, gathering, clean- 
ing, and grading eggs take 
most of a poultryman’s time, 
something like 160 hours a 
year for 100. hens. But here 
again mechanical washers and 
graders cut this labor to about 
40 hours per year. 

Warren pointed out that in 
the past 15 years whereas the 
price of poultry eouipment has 
doubled, farm wages have quad 
rupled. But he suggested that 
the size of the flock be the 
guide on using mechanical 
equipment. Many times mech- 
anical feeders prove impracti- 
cal for flocks smaller than 700 
birds, but automatic waterers 
will pay, even in small flocks.

API Extension Agronomist Oo 
N. Andrews explained this week 
that it’s none too early to 
Start preparations for seeding 
alfalafa in late summer. He 
said most Alabama fields will 
require an application of lime 
for a good stand, And this 
lime should be spread and 
plowed under before June. Soil 
test recommendations will al- 
so give an accurate guide on 
the kind and amount of fer- 


tilizer needed. 


Some Alabama farmers are 
considering seeding alfalfa 
on cotton land which they put 
in the Soil Bank acreage Re- 
serve and thus keep the land 
utilized. Of course, they will 
not be able to touch this land 
for grazing or harvesting until 


after the first of the year, 


Andrews recommended that 
every dairyman and hog grow- 
er have a place for alfalfa on 
his farm. This crop calls for 
well - drained, productive soil 


ee Millet Use in 


Alabama Increasing 

AUBURN Summertime 
brings grazing problems. But 
many a farmer side - steps this 
worry by planting a good tem- 
porary grazing crops such as 
Starr Millet, 

API Extension Agronomist 
O. N. Andrews reported this 
week that about 38,000 acres 
were planted in Starr Millet 
last year, And he predicted 
that this year the acreage will 
jump to the 45,000 mark. 

Farmers commonly use 
Starr Millet for a good, quick 
growing emergency gragineg 
crop for dairy and beef cattle 
and hogs. One - half acre 
provides enough erazing for 
one cow or 10 shotes, The crop 
also makes good silage but it 
is difficult to cure for hay. 

Starr Millet may be planted 
any time after frost danger 
until the middle of July. Graz- 
ing may begin when plants are 
20 inches high. Andrews sug- 
gested that several acres be 
planted to this crop so it can 
be used in rotational grazing. 
Then, one area can make a 
re-growth while another is be- 
ing grazed, 


but it can be used three ways 
—hay, silage, or grazing.

Many Farmers on Other Jobs 


AUBURN — The financial 
squeeze play is on. Every far- 
mer knows it. But it’s the small 
farm operator who feels the 
full brunt of this powerful 
pinch. 

Reeling from the impact of 
being caught in a financial 
trip, these small farm opera- 
tors seek work off the farm to 
tide them over to better times. 
API Extension Economist Foy 
Helms reported this week that 
cae one - third of Alabama 
farmers are working on jobs 
off the farm. And this num- 
ber is growing as the squeeze 
pets tighter. 

Many farmers placed crop- 
land in the Soil Bank. Some of 
these with idle time try to 
better their financial status 
by ‘seeking employment off the 
farm, making fower jobs avail- 
able. Some join the ranks of 
the common laborer because 


their only knowledge and skill 
are farming. A few find that 
jobs are scarce for men of their 


age, and they can only draw 
their belts a little tighter and 
hope somehow, someway they 
will be able to stand the pinch, 

Helms said the reason the 
Small farmer has trouble mak- 
ing ends meet is that his ex- 
penses are triple those of the 
1920 farmer, More modern, ef- 
ficient farming which leads to 
Bfreater profits, usually calls 
for a high capital investment. 
Although in the long run this 
investment will more than pay 
for itself, the small farmer 
may not have the capital to 
make it. 

Helms suggested these small 
farm operators might ease the 
pinch by going into an inten- 
sive type of farming, such as 
fruit and vegetable growing, 
He warned against enterprises 
needing a great deal of labor, 
because labor costs are prohi- 
bitive. But intensive farming 
is the only hope of the small 
farmér in his competition with 
the large commercial farm 
operator. 


SCS EXPERT WRITES— 


Type of Soil Is Important 


BY RALPH E, HENRY 
Soil Conservation Service 


You can’t tell what is inside 
a book by looking just at the 
cover, You must open it and 
read it. Likewise you can’t look 
at the topsoil and tell the kind 
of land, You must look inside, 
examine the layers that are 
under the surface and inter- 
pret what you find. 

Have you ever looked at a 
road cut carefully? Perhaps you 
noticed that some soils are not 
as deep as others. Most soils 
have three distinct layers; the 
topsoil, subsoil and parent ma- 
terial. 

Let us look at a few things 
that are used as a basis for 
soil classification, 

Color is the most obvious and 
easily determined of soi] char- 
acteristics. A soil didn’t just 
happen to be black, red or 
yellow, There must be a cause 
for the different colors. A 
number of things influence 
color like organic matter, in- 
heritance, drainage, age, tem- 
perature and humidity. 

Ther there is soil texture 


which means the proportion of 
sand, silt and clay. For ex- 
ample — Sandy Loam. 


Soil structure is now the 


soi] particules are put togeth- 
er and soil consistence is the 
degree of density and firm- 
ness. They influence the move- 
ment of water in the soil. The 
depth of the layers of soil is 
important for root penetration 
and storage for plant food and 
water. 


Soil reaction is the degree 


of acidity or alkalinity.

The high water in Pea Ri- 
ver and other streams caused 
by Thursday night's torrential 
rain, has caused considerabli 
discussion concerning high 
waters of former years. 

When I reminded Drayden 
Smith that on at least two 
occasions since the great flood 
of March 1929, backwater from 
Pea River put several inches 
of water on the public square, 
and water overflowed the street 
between his home and Beaver 
Dam Creek, he admitted that 
the water used to get higher 
in olden days than it did this 
time. On those occasion, water 
backed up to Drayden’s house 
and threatened to get inside. 

Mr. Smith explained this 
is partially due to the fact that 
the canal diverts most of the 
flood waters of Beaver Dam 
Creek which used to rush into 
the old “Smith pasture”, When
